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14 I: Interjections 


An interjection is used to express a speaker’s emotion or attitude. It is always 
used independently; in other words, it has nothing to do with sentence structures. 
Interjection usually happens at the start of a sentence, but occasionally also at the 
end of a sentence, such as: 


(343) E ? A BM we 


a2 ? you3 zhe4zhong3 shi4_ ! 
SHA ? have this thing ! 
‘What? This thing happens!’ 


(3344) R E A E ? R? 


ni3 zou3 bu4 zou3 ? a2 ? 
you leave NEG leave ? A 
‘Will you leave? Will you?’
